Coyote pelts worth $20 

Province reintroduces bounty in an attempt to 'change behaviour'

The province announced a 
new coyote bounty Thurs¬ 
day, but insists it is differ¬ 
ent from past failed 
attempts. 

Nova Sco¬ 
tia’s last coy¬ 



ote bounty ended in failure 
in 1986 when it was deter¬ 
mined to have no effect on 
population numbers. 

Natural Resources Minis¬ 
ter John MacDonell has in 
the past stated they don’t 
work. But this bounty of 
4 $20 per coyote pelt is dif¬ 
ferent, he told reporters 
W at a news conference 
pr Thursday. 

“Bounties don’t work to 
control the population. 
What we’re hoping to do is 
change the behaviour,” he 
said. 

MacDonell hopes to cull 
as much as 4,000 of the 
approximately 8,000 
coyotes in the province. 
He said this will lead the 
animals to fear humans 


and cut down on aggres¬ 
sive interactions. 

Only licensed trappers 
will receive the $20 boun¬ 
ty. The province will train 
15 specific trappers to tar¬ 
get aggressive coyotes in 
areas near people. The gov¬ 
ernment is also hiring a 
wildlife biologist to study 
human/wildlife conflict 
and setting up new educa¬ 
tion programs. 

MacDonell initially tried 
to say this wasn’t a bounty, 
believing that word 
harkened back to previous 
failed drives to curb the 
population. 

Though he admitted “If

He also had sections on 
how bounties don’t work 
taken off the natural re¬ 
sources website. 

Liberal MLA Leo Glavine, 
whose cat Muffy was killed 
by coyotes, applauded 
plans to target problem an¬ 
imals and increase educa¬ 
tion. But he believes the 
$20 bounty is an over-reac¬ 


tion. Glavine said there’s 
no guarantee a widespread 
cull will hit the aggressive 
animals. 

“He’s rolling the dice on 
that so there’s no guaran¬ 
tee,” said Glavine. 

“We may see a minor re¬ 
duction in the short term, 
but I honestly think that’s 
from (the other initiatives).

Cross-burning victims moving from Hants County

The interracial couple tar¬ 
geted in a cross burning in 
February are leaving Hants 
County — saying their car 
being burnt to its frame 
last weekend was the final 
straw. 

Michelle Lyon said the 
move was prompted by 
fear for the safety of her 
family after her car was 
fire bombed early Saturday 
morning. The RCMP have 
made no arrests in relation 
to the incident and are ask¬ 
ing anyone with informa¬ 
tion to contact police. 

“For safety reasons, I 
think it’s just best that we 
just leave,” said Lyon, who 


is white. “And for piece of 
mind.” 

In February, a cross was 
burned outside Lyon’s resi¬ 
dence, where she lives 
with her partner Shayne 
Howe, who is black. The 
incident brought national 
attention to the question 
of race relations in Nova 
Scotia. 

Two distant relatives of 
Lyon’s have been charged 
with committing a hate 
crime in relation to the in¬ 
cident. 

Justin Rehberg, 19, will 
be going to trial Oct. 18 in 
provincial court in Wind¬ 
sor after pleading not 
guilty this week to the 
charges he faces. 

His brother, Nathan Re¬ 
hberg, 20, will enter a plea 


May 18. 

“When they were 
caught, we thought, We 
can get over this,”’ said Ly¬ 
on, referring to the arrests 
of Justin and Nathan Re¬ 
hberg. “ft gradually started 
going back to the routine 
of things, and to a normal¬ 
cy ... Tensions were going 
down, at a low. Then my 
car gets burned, and then 
boom — we’re right back 
where we were when this 
all started.” 

Lyon is not sure where 
her family will re-locate, 
but has certainly ruled out 
one area. 

“ft will not be in Hants 
County. We will not re-lo¬ 
cate in Hants County,” she 
proclaimed. “We will be 
going away.”

Fund anti-smoking programs 
with tobacco settlement: MLA 


legislature Nova Scotia 
has received $12.4 million 
from tobacco companies as 
part of a massive settle¬ 
ment, but there’s debate 
about where that money 
should go. 

Liberal Diana Whalen 
said Thursday in the legis¬ 
lature it should go towards 
smoking-cessation pro¬ 
grams.

The province 
commemorated the 40th 
anniversary of Earth Day 
on Thursday with a carbon 
offset bill and a drive to 
retrofit schools. 

At Dartmouth High 
School Conserve Nova 
Scotia Minister Bill Es- 
tabrooks revealed how 
$11.4 million budgeted 
for school improvements 
will be rolled out. 

Projects range from 
more energy-efficient light 
bulbs and new windows to 
switching schools over 
from oil to natural gas. 

At Dartmouth High a 


group of students have tak¬ 
en things a step further. 
Pupils in a grade 12 
philosophy class 
have created the 
group Schools Ap¬ 
preciating Valuable 
Energy, or SAVE. The 
group will encour¬ 
age students to con¬ 
serve energy and as 
a bonus, the value of 
half of the energy saved is 
paid back to the school. 

“They showed a great 
video of these kids com¬ 
menting on, you know, 
turning off computers and 
turning off lights. But they 
did it in such an entertain¬ 
ing way,” said Estabroolcs. 

“When you can reward 
the initiatives of students 


and they have that sense of 
conscience then you’re all 

SPt ” 

Estabroolcs said 
the province isn’t 
sure exactly how 
much will be saved 
in operating costs 
when the upgrades 
are complete. But he 
said he eventually 
expects savings to 
outweigh the initial cost. 

The province con¬ 
tributed $10 million to en¬ 
ergy-saving construction 
last year. 

Earlier in the day Envi¬ 
ronment Minister Sterling 
Belliveau introduced a bill 
to create a voluntary car¬ 
bon offset fund to help re¬ 
duce greenhouse-gas 


emissions. 

The bill will create a 
fund to support projects 
that reduce harmful air 
emissions. 

Businesses, organiza¬ 
tions and people will be 
able to purchase emissions 
credits from the fund. 

One carbon credit will 
fund the removal of one 
tonne of carbon emissions 
from the atmosphere. 

An emissions credit is 
applied against the pur¬ 
chaser’s carbon footprint, 
which is the amount of 
greenhouse gas they pro¬ 
duce. 

The fund is expected to 
be in operation by next

A student advocacy group 
is calling on the provincial 
government to extend so¬ 
cial assistance to post-sec¬ 
ondary hopefuls. 

The Nova Scotia branch 
of the Canadian Federa¬ 
tion of Students is taking 
issue with Regulation 67 
in the Employment Sup¬ 
port and Income Assis¬ 
tance Act, which prohibits 
those pursuing a post-sec¬ 
ondary degree from col¬ 
lecting social assistance. 

“By next year 89 per 
cent of jobs in the 
province will require some 
form of post-secondaiy ed¬ 


ucation,” Kaley Kennedy, 
chairwoman of the CFSNS, 
said at a press conference 
about the issue yesterday 
at Mount Saint Vincent 
University. 

“By shutting stu¬ 
dents out of social 
assistance, the gov¬ 
ernment is also pre¬ 
venting those stu¬ 
dents from access¬ 
ing the jobs that 
they need to earn a 
living wage.” 

Kennedy said the 
NDP promised to re¬ 
peal Regulation 67 before 
last year’s election, but 
have yet to follow 
through. 

She cited a CFS question¬ 
naire sent out to the NDP 


in May 2009, in which par¬ 
ty officials simply an¬ 
swered “Yes” to a long 
question concerning re¬ 
pealing the regulation. 

Community Serv¬ 
ices spokeswoman 
Linda Laffin said the 
government will 
keep its promise. 
But it may take time, 
as the government is 
in the process of 
overhauling the en¬ 
tire ESIA Act. 

“In keeping with 
the government’s 
commitment, these post¬ 
secondary programs will 
be examined to insure that 
income assistance clients 
can continue to access 
post-secondaiy education,” 


Laffin said. 

“It’s a definite yes ... 
(the) government will re¬ 
peal Regulation 67.” 

Laffin said she couldn’t 
speculate on a timeline for 
the overhaul. She said the 
reason Regulation 67 has 
yet to be repealed is be¬ 
cause it is but one compo¬ 
nent to a large and compli¬ 
cated system. 

“It’s just one piece of the 
entire re-design,” said Laf¬ 
fin. 

“It will be examined un¬ 
der the umbrella of entire 
ESIA program ... It’s a huge 
project ... that requires a 
whole different way of 
looking at things, perhaps 
some shifts in philosophy 
and how we do things.”

No charges expected in school drug raid 



Police aren’t expected to lay any charges relating to a drug raid this month at Amherst Regional 
High School. 


crime Most, if not all stu¬ 
dents arrested at Amherst 
Regional High School fol¬ 
lowing a drug raid earlier 
this month will escape 
criminal prosecution. 

Deputy Chief Ian Naylor 
of the Amherst Police De¬ 
partment said while inter¬ 
views still have to be com¬ 
pleted with two of the 30 
youth arrested, the 28 
young people and all five 
adults detained qualify for 
either restorative justice or 
adult diversion. 

The students, who are all 
serving suspensions from 
classes, were arrested on 
April 10 when police, act¬ 
ing on a complaint re¬ 
ceived from the communi¬ 
ty set up surveillance at 
the school and then arrest¬ 
ed 25 young people for al¬ 
legedly smoking and pos¬ 
sessing marijuana in the 
rear parking lot at 
Amherst Regional High 


School. 

That number was later 
increased as the investiga¬ 
tion continued. 

At the time of the bust, a 
small quantity of marijua¬ 
na and drug paraphernalia 
were seized along with 
some unknown pills. 

While the students quali¬ 


fy for alternative justice, 
Naylor stressed it should 
not be viewed as getting a 
free pass through the jus¬ 
tice system because he said 
criminal prosecution and 
punishment is not always 
the answer. 

“We don’t consider this a 
lesser option than the 


courts, but it’s a more ap¬ 
propriate option based on 
the circumstances,” said 
Naylor. “The whole idea of 
this is trying to change 
someone’s behaviour and 
sometimes the courts are 
not the most effective 
method to use.”

But a series of emails be¬ 
tween Vessey and her sis¬ 


ter, which were anony¬ 
mously mailed to The 
Charlottetown 
Guardian, paints a 
picture of an MLA 
angry over being 
sidestepped for cabi¬ 
net and a premier 
willing to do what 
he could to mend 
hard feelings. 

In the emails, dat¬ 
ed June 11, 2007, 
Tracey Vessey is said to 
have written: “They basi¬

(Vessey) to ‘take one on the 
chin for the team’ so every¬ 
one else can get what they 
need.” 

"... (Ghiz) says they’ll

see it. I lost all respect for 
Mr. Ghiz.” 

The email goes on to say: 
“He (Vessey) figures if they 


keep their word and get 
me a new spot, it’ll offset 
the money he loses by not 
becoming a minister.” 

At the time the email 
was written Tracey Vessey 
worked as sales manager 
for a hotel in Charlotte¬ 
town. Her email signature 
is at the bottom of the 
email.

U.S. Senate scuttles any ideas 
on Congressional pay raises

Washington Yielding to 
election year reality, the 
U.S. Senate passed a bill 
Thursday to deny members 
of Congress from receiving 
their annual pay raises 
next year. 

Democrat Russ Feingold 
engineered the surprise 
passage of the legislation, 
which would deny senators 
and members of the House 
of Representatives auto¬ 
matic pay raises of about 
$1,600 next year. Members 
of Congress make $174,000 
a year. 

The Senate passed the 
measure unanimously 
without a roll call vote. The 
House has yet to act on it, 
but probably will go along 
given that all House mem¬ 
bers must face the elec¬ 
torate in November. 

Congressional lawmak¬ 
ers receive automatic cost- 
of-living pay increases un¬ 
less they pass legislation to 
block it — as they did last 
year. The last time lawmak¬ 


ers opted to take the pay 
increase was in 2008, 
which meant they received 
a $5,000 raise last January. 

Congressional pay hikes 
part of an ethics reform bill 
in 1989, when Congress 
gave up its ability to accept 
pay for speeches and made 
annual cost-of-living pay in¬ 
creases automatic unless 
the lawmakers voted other¬ 
wise. 

In the early days of Re¬ 
publican control of Con¬ 
gress, lawmakers routinely 
denied themselves the an¬ 
nual cost of living al¬ 
lowances, or COLAs. They 
have accepted the raises 
during most of the past 
decade. 


Now, with unemploy¬ 
ment averaging almost 10 
per cent nationwide and 
with Congress suffering 
from abysmal approval rat¬ 
ings, it was a no-brainer to 
decline the increase in pay. 

Most members, however, 
privately support the pay 
raise as a means of retain¬ 
ing experienced lawmak¬ 
ers and of making sure that 
Congress is not simply 
dominated by wealthy peo¬ 
ple. Many lawmakers main¬ 
tain homes both in the ex¬ 
pensive Washington hous¬ 
ing market and back in 
their districts. On most 
days, they meet with lobby¬ 
ists who earn far more 
than they, the associated press

CHINA The country's top health 
body said Thursday that health 
workers who improperly 
dispose of dead babies will be 
“severely dealt with” following 
an investigation into the 
dumping of several bodies 
along a river in eastern China.

The term “Green 
Movement” was not yet in 
vogue, and there was little 
talk of combating global 
warming. 

Instead, the original 
Earth Day 40 years ago em¬ 
phasized “ecology” and 
goals like cleaning up pol¬ 
lution and litter, along 
with a more anti-establish¬ 
ment vibe than today’s en¬ 
vironmental movement. 

“It was brand new on the 
scene. We were basically 
using a new vocabulary,” 
recalled Denis Hayes, who 
was the 25-year-old nation¬ 
al co-ordinator for that 
first Earth Day. 

“So it was all fresh. In 
1969, most Americans 
couldn’t even define the 
word environment. By the 
end of 1970, a huge frac¬ 
tion of them thought of 
themselves as environ¬ 
mentalists.” 

The movement capital¬ 
ized on the experience and 
passion of American ac¬ 
tivists who had organized 
anti-war, civil rights and 
feminist rallies in the 
1960s. Today, the environ¬ 


mental cause is far more 
sophisticated, Hayes said, 
with thousands of environ¬ 
mental lawyers and advo¬ 
cates with advanced de¬ 


grees. 

“But some of that pas¬ 
sion that we had in 1970 
has faded,” he said.

O n the evening 
of April 16, 
1969, the edito¬ 
rial staff of The 
People went 
about the usual business of 
putting together its still- 
less-than-year-old Halifax 
alternative biweekly news¬ 
paper. 

But, just before shipping 
it off to the printer, manag¬ 
ing editor Nick Fillmore re¬ 


members, “We pulled off 
The People masthead, dad 
(Frank Fillmore) wrote an 
editorial explaining why 
Nova Scotia needed an in¬ 
dependent paper, and The 
4th Estate was bom.” 

Their dramatic “little 
scheme” not only ended a 
simmering dispute among 
the five owners of the pa¬ 
per — Fillmore says the 
non-family owners wanted 
to make money “so they 
tried to influence us to tone 
down the content” — but 
the launch of The 4th Es¬ 
tate also launched one of 
the most remarkable 
decades in Nova Scotia’s 
long and storied journalism 
history. (Full disclosure: I 
was a contributor to the pa¬ 


per.) 

Friday afternoon, Li¬ 
braries Nova Scotia, the No¬ 
va Scotia Archives and Cape 
Breton’s Beat¬ 
on Institute 
will launch 
Nova Scotia 
Historical 
Newspapers: 

An Online Re¬ 
source, a proj¬ 
ect that has so 
far digitized 18 provincial 
newspapers, ranging from 
the Nova Scotia Chronicle 
and Weekly Advertiser 
(1769) to the Micmac News 
(1991). And, of course, the 
4th Estate. 

During its nine-year mn, 
the feisty little tabloid chal¬ 
lenged — and often bet¬ 


tered — its establishment 
rivals, the Chronicle-Herald 
and Mail-Star, which the 
Fillmores disparaged as 
“the Old 
Women of 
Argyle 
Street.” 

Fillmore re¬ 
calls one inci¬ 
dent when an 
“angry Her¬ 
ald journalist 
walked into my office with 
the story about the incom¬ 
petence in the constmction 
of the Glace Bay heavy wa¬ 
ter plant — a story of na¬ 
tional importance. I was 
told the Herald wouldn’t 
publish it because it would 
reflect poorly on Nova Sco¬ 
tians.” 


The 4th Estate, which 
Nick says brought together 
“my father’s social con¬ 
science and my journalism 
skills,” had no such com¬ 
punctions. 

It campaigned against 
slum landlords — threaten¬ 
ing to publish side-by-side 
photos of slums and their 
owners’ private residences 
— and laws that sent poor 
people to jail for debt, or al¬ 
lowed the power company 
to shut off their electricity. 

Perhaps not surprisingly, 
Fillmore believes Halifax 
could still use a 4th Estate- 
style newspaper. “Indepen¬ 
dent media, where policies 
are not dictated by corpo¬ 
rate owners and where ad¬ 
vertising is not heavily re¬ 


lied on, are needed across 
the country,” he says. 

And so are resources like 
the newspaper digitization 
project, which showcase 
our history. 

While organizers have 
done a remarkable job of 
digitizing 19,000 newspa¬ 
per pages with a budget of 
just $24,000, there’s no 
funding to continue the 
work. “There are many, 
many newspapers left to 
do,” says Michael Colborne, 
one of the organizers, “and 
with every passing year 
their condition deterio¬ 
rates.”

“The Bank of Canada has 
limited scope to raise inter¬ 
est rates in the next several 
months,” said Brian 
Bethune, chief economist 
with IHS Global Insight.

Rate hikes haunt buyers 

Worry warts still have time to cushion their mortgages 


The prospect of higher 
mortgage rates and stiffer 
rules that went into effect 
this week on qualifying 
for house loans have left 
Canadians scrambling for 
answers to their home fi¬ 
nancing questions before 
rates rise. 

The answers are differ¬ 
ent for each homeowner 
or prospective homebuyer, 
mortgage experts say, but 


there are some general 
rules that wise mortgage 
holders follow in order to 
cushion themselves 

against rate hikes. 

Jim Rawson, a regional 
manager at mortgage bro¬ 
ker Invis, said those with 
mortgages coming up for 
renewal in the next four 
months and buyers looking 
to get into the market be¬ 
fore rates rise should get 


pre-approved at current 
rates, giving them 120 days 
to lock in. Refinancing is al¬ 
so an option for those wor¬ 
ried about existing mort¬ 
gages, but owners would 
have to pay a penalty. 

Nervous buyers should 
consider a fixed-rate mort¬ 
gages for a longer period of 
time and take comfort in 
knowing the payment will 
not change for the term of 


the mortgage, Rawson said. 

“You don’t ever want to 
put somebody into a vari¬ 
able rate mortgage, al¬ 
though there are savings to 
be had right now if they’re 
going to be worried about 
what happens with rates 
every night,” he said 
New mortgage rules will 
force some consumers to 
plan for rate hikes.

Change pension 
rules: BMO group 


money One of Canada’s big 
banking groups says rules 
for federal retirement sav¬ 
ings plans should be 
changed to give people 
more control over their 
pensions. 

BMO Financial Group 
recommends the removal 
of age restrictions on regis¬ 
tered retirement savings 
plans, also known as 
RRSPs, and reduced tax 
rates for RRIFs, which are 
registered retirement in¬ 
come funds. 

BMO said that Canadians 
should no longer be forced 
to convert their RRSPs 
when they turn 71, and 
should instead have the 
choice of when they begin 
withdrawing the money. 

RRIFs are currently one 
of the main options for re¬ 
tirees after age 71 because 
they provide for a phased 
withdrawal of their tax- 
sheltered savings. 

The difficulty with RRIFs 
is that they must be emp¬ 
tied by a certain age, some¬ 
times resulting in income 
surges that put the retiree 
into a high tax bracket. 

The banks says RRIFs 
should only be taxed at a

Flyers first to advance

Flyers 3 Devils O 


The Philadelphia Flyers 
were the last team into 
the Stanley Cup playoffs, 
but are the first to reach 
the second round. 

Given a second chance 
to knock out the New Jer¬ 
sey Devils 10 years after 
squandering their first op¬ 
portunity, Flyers goalie 
Brian Boucher was bril¬ 
liant on Thursday night as 
Philadelphia won 3-0 in 
Game 5 to finish off the 
series Thursday night. 

Claude Giroux scored 
twice in the second peri¬ 
od after Danny Briere had 
given the Flyers a 1-0 lead 
in the first. Boucher made 
the offence stand up as 
Philadelphia beat New Jer¬ 
sey for the ninth time in 
11 meetings this season. 

Back in the 2000 Eastern 
Conference finals, Boucher 
and the Flyers let a 3-1 se¬ 
ries lead slip away to the 
Devils, who went on to 
win the Stanley Cup. 

Boucher finished with 
27 saves this time in his 
second career NHL playoff 
shutout. 

In his second stint with 
Philadelphia, Boucher has 
risen from third on the 
depth chart to top of the 
heap. The Flyers will have 


to wait to find out who 
they will play in the sec¬ 
ond round. The most like¬ 
ly opponent for the No. 7 
seed is Presidents’ Trophy¬ 
winning Washington, 
which leads 3-1 against 
Montreal. 

Philadelphia did its 
damage despite a relative¬ 
ly low shot total on Mar¬ 
tin Brodeur. Giroux, who 
also assisted on Briere’s 
second of the series, 
scored his two goals in 
the second when the Fly¬ 
ers recorded only four 
shots. They were outshot 
18-14 through 40 min¬ 
utes, yet led 3-0. 


The Devils face a disap¬ 
pointing end to a season 
that showed promise. 
New Jersey won the At¬ 
lantic Division title for 
the ninth time, reached 
100 points for the 12th 
time in 15 seasons, and 
qualified for the playoffs 
for the 13th straight sea¬ 
son. 

But they are left with a 
third straight first-round 
ouster, despite earning 
the No. 2 seed in the East 
and finishing 15 points 
ahead of the Flyers. 
Philadelphia didn't gain 
its post-season spot until a 
shootout victory over the 


New York Rangers on the 
final day of the regular 
season. 

The Devils were booed 
in the second and third 
periods and heard chants 
of “Let's Go Flyers” echo 
through their building. 

Philadelphia won the 
series opener in New Jer¬ 
sey before dropping Game 
2 on the road. The Flyers 
took control on home ice 
when Daniel Carcillo 
scored the winning goal 
in overtime, and then put 
the Devils on the brink of 
elimination with a 4-1 vic¬ 
tory in Game 4 on Tues¬ 
day.

Rams pin hopes on QB Bradford

homa, kicked off a big par¬ 
ty for itself at Radio City 
Music Hall in New York 
during the first prime-time 
NFL draft Thursday night. 

The Rockettes would 
have loved it. 

Starting with quarterback 
Sam Bradford going to the 
St. Louis Rams, five of the 
top six picks were from the 
Big 12 — three of them 
Sooners. 

The Oklahoma junior be¬ 
came the eighth quarter¬ 
back since 2001 taken atop 
the draft. He was immedi- 

I ately followed Thursday 
night by defensive tackle 
Ndamukong Suh of Nebras¬ 
ka, the AP Player of the 
Year; DT Gerald McCoy and 
OT Trent Williams, Brad¬ 
ford’s teammates with the 
Sooners. 

“That’s pretty cool be¬ 
cause I know the Big 12 has 
been getting a lot of slack 
lately,” Bradford said. “Peo¬ 
ple for some reason didn’t 
think that we played much 
football in the Big 12 and 
sure didn’t think we played 
much defence, so for two 


defensive tackles to go in 
the first three picks is a 
credit to the Big 12.” 

And what about the Soon¬ 
ers’ run at the top of the fes¬ 
tivities? 

“It’s insane isn’t it?” Mc¬ 
Coy said with a huge smile. 
“We can’t play football in 
the Big 12, but the first four 
picks went out the Big 12? 
Mmmmm — three of ’em 
from Oklahoma, by the 


way.” 

Bradford, the 2008 win¬ 
ner of the Heisman Trophy, 
joins a Rams team that was 
1-15 last season and scored 
a league-low 175 points. The 
Rams cut incumbent Marc 
Bulger in the off-season. 

Bradford appeared in on¬ 
ly three games in 2009, his 
junior year, before undergo¬ 
ing right shoulder surgery. 
His recovery has been so 


complete that the Rams did¬ 
n’t hesitate to make him 
the future face of the fran- 
I chise. 

An hour before the draft, 
Bradford, looking dapper in 
a grey suit, admitted he was 
nervous. 

“The butterflies are flying 
around right now,” he said. 

A little while later, he 
could relax — at least until 
he gets on the field behind 
the Rams’ weak offensive 
line. 

Tennessee safety Eric 
Berry, an all-American, 
went fifth to Kansas City, 
breaking the Big 12 stran¬ 
glehold. Berry, noted for his 
versatility, also has the po¬ 
tential to play comerbaclc. 

Then it was back to the 
Big 12 for Oklahoma State 
OT Russell Okung, who 
went to Seattle, where 
perennial Pro Bowl blocker 
Walter Jones might retire. 

Florida comerbaclc Joe 
Haden was chosen by Cleve¬ 
land, followed by Alabama 
inside linebacker Rolando 
McClain to Oakland. Both 
were all-Americans last sea¬ 
son.

Hollywood genre gets 
Canadian twist in Gunless

There was always 
something that nagged 
Paul Gross about his 
famous role as respectable 
Mountie Benton Fraser on 
the mid-nineties 
television drama Due 
South. 

“I never actually had a 
gun, I had a wedge of wood 
in my holster,” admitted 
Gross during a recent in¬ 
terview to promote his co¬ 
incidentally-named new 
film, Gunless. “So getting 
to go to work and actually 
have a real Colt 45, that 
was just heavenly.” 

Although Gross stopped 
short of insisting a real 
gun was his impetus for 
taking on the role of a gun¬ 
slinger in the new West¬ 
ern-style comedy, he does 
accept that the weapon in¬ 
formed his portrayal. 

“They’re kind of amaz¬ 
ing to hold,” said Gross. “I 
was practising constantly, 
drawing it and spinning it 


and trying to do tricks 
with it.. .but it’s still in the 
back of your head (that) 
this is something that 
could actually kill people. 
It sort of does something 
to you.” 

For Gross, it aided 
in developing The 
Montana Kid, a 
bewildered 
American out¬ 
law that stum¬ 
bles into a fic¬ 
tional Canadi¬ 
an town and 
challenges the 
local blacksmith to 
a showdown only to 
discover the hamlet’s se¬ 
date inhabitants literally 
gunless — a circumstance 
that, for an American gun¬ 
slinger anyway, is utterly 
confounding.

“(The Western 
genre) isn’t a natu¬ 
rally Canadian form. It’s 
really an invention of Hol¬ 
lywood to represent or 
speak to something about 
the American frontier spir¬ 
it,” said Gross. “You could¬ 


n’t get away with making 
High Plains Drifter and set 
it in Medicine Hat...but 
you can import a gun¬ 
slinger and drop him into 


a Canadian setting and 
then you have Gunless.” 

Of course, Gunless isn’t 
the first movie of Gross’ 
that boasts Canuck roots. 
He wrote, directed and 
starred in 2008’s Passchen- 
daele, the award-winning

drama about one of the 
most traumatic wartime 
battles in Canadian history. 

But as Gross discovered, 
turning Alberta foothills 
into a muddy Belgian bat¬ 
tleground wouldn’t com¬ 
pare to the staggering con¬ 
ditions the actor faced in 
blistering southern B.C. 
when he shot Gunless last 
summer. 

“I find the heat hard to 
work in because my brain 
just land of short circuits. I 
just feel sort of stunned all 
the time,” chuckled Gross 
before pausing to reflect on 
his character. “Thank God, 
I didn’t have to be too 
smart!”

No matter what wacky situ¬ 
ation her supposedly quirky 
and down-to-earth Zoe 
winds up in, no matter how 
messy this “comical” look 
at pregnancy gets, her ’do is 
always flawless. Even when 
she’s caught in the rain. 

It’s only the most glaring 
symptom of the film’s ten¬ 
dency to frame Lopez like 
the glowing pop star she is, 
not the clumsy, supposedly 
adorable character she’s 
supposed to be playing.

scrap that whole down-to- 
earth thing, I guess. 

The concept isn’t bad for 
a romantic comedy — sin¬

While The Back-Up Plan 
is director Alan Poul’s first 
feature, he’s no novice, as 


he’s been directing star¬ 
tlingly good TV for years, 
(Six Feet Under, Rome), so 
it’s even more surprising 
that nearly everything on 
screen falls flat. 

But there are a few bright 
spots of comic relief, includ¬ 
ing Zoe’s time spent with a 
man-hating single mothers’ 
support group.

Sylvain White’s 
adaptation of lesser- 
known graphic novel The 
Losers has a lot going for 
it, with decent action, gor¬ 
geous locations and a tal¬ 
ented cast obviously 
enjoying themselves. 

But somehow, there’s 
nothing in it to elevate the 
film above just all right en¬ 
tertainment. 

In a word, it’s whelming. 
Not overwhelming, not un¬ 
derwhelming, just whelm¬ 
ing. 


On top of that, seeing 
the characters come to life 
on screen brings into 
sharp focus how much the 
original comic was pretty 
much a new riff on The A- 
Team. 

Luckily, The Losers is 
getting released a couple 
months before that TV 
show’s big-budget work¬ 
out. 

See if this sounds famil¬ 
iar: An elite team of sol¬ 
diers gets double-crossed 
while on a mission in Latin 
America. 

Assumed to be out of 
commission by the powers 
that be, they go off the 
grid to get their revenge 
and clear their names 
through an elaborate and 
explosion-filled adventure. 
Leading the team is Clay 
(Jeffrey Dean Morgan), and 
while he never actually 
says it, you can kind of tell 


he loves it when a plan 
comes together. 

While Morgan and the 
other Losers (Idris Elba, 
Chris Evans, Columbus 
Short and the underused 
Oscar Jaenada) turn in ad¬ 
mirable work, complete 
with the requisite cama¬ 
raderie, their story never 
really shakes off its genre 
confines. 

As lovely as Zoe Saldana 
is and as ftm as it is to see 
her shouldering a rocket 
launcher, her Aisha does¬ 
n’t get a chance to be¬ 
come a real character. Di¬ 
rector White (Stomp the 
Yard) seems to crib from 
multiple sources, includ¬ 
ing the Crank and Trans¬ 
porter franchises and the 
oeuvre of Michael Bay, 
which is never advisable.

Weaver off to 
Congress for 
climate pitch 

ENVIRONMENT ActreSS 
Sigourney Weaver is mak¬ 
ing her second trip to Con¬ 
gress in as many weeks, 
urging lawmakers to help 
oceans by reducing carbon 
dioxide emissions. 

She made her pitch 
Thursday as a new report 
found that ocean 
chemistry is changing be¬ 
cause more carbon is being 
absorbed into the seas 
from the atmosphere. The 
resulting increased acidity 
of the oceans poses a seri¬ 
ous threat to shellfish and 
other marine life. 

Weaver urged senators at 
a hearing to pass climate 
change legislation that 
would limit carbon 
emissions. She tells The As¬ 
sociated Press that she has¬ 
n't felt more passionately 
about an issue. Senate 
sponsors of climate legisla¬ 
tion are expected to unveil 
it next Monday.

f oe Saldana’s career 
is white hot after 
starring roles in 
Star Trek and 
-Avatar but she is 
no newcomer. 

She’s been a big screen 
regular for ten years, even 
appearing in the odd 
blockbuster like Pirates of 
the Caribbean: The Curse 
of the Black Pearl and 
working with high end di¬ 
rectors like Steven Spiel¬ 
berg, but she didn’t be¬ 
come a household name 
until last year. 

The actress, who de¬ 
scribes herself as “a cool 
geek who happens to dress 
nice,” hopes to add to her 
growing box office clout 
this weekend with The Los¬ 


ers, a wild action movie 
based on the comic book 
series of the same name. 

She may have become a 
bold face name sucking up 
to the fanboys but she has¬ 
n’t always played comic¬ 
book characters, giant blue 
aliens or iconic sci fi char¬ 
acters. 

Early roles included a 
sharp-tongued aspiring 
dancer in Center Stage and 
the prim-and-proper best 
friend of Britney Spears in 
Crossroads — although 
she’d probably rather for¬ 
get that one. Roger Ebert 
said, 

“I went to Crossroads ex¬ 
pecting a glitzy bimbofest 
and got the bimbos but not 
the fest,” but it was anoth¬ 
er dance role in Drumline 
that earned her the best 
notices of her budding ca¬ 
reer. 

In the time between 
Drumline and Star Trek, 
however, she made thir¬ 
teen films, some big, like 
Pirates, some so small they 
barely made a blip on the 
screen. 


For example, Haven, a 
complex crime drama set 
in the Cayman Islands 
scarcely made it past a fes¬ 
tival run, but is well worth 
a look on DVD. Mixing and 
matching stories of cor¬ 
rupt businessmen, tax 
havens and romance it was 
too out-of-the-box for gen¬ 
eral audiences, but Saldana 
shines (the L.A. Times 
called her performance 
“sweet and complicated”) 
opposite her Pirates’ co- 
star Orlando Bloom. 

Dues paid, Saldana now 
stars in blockbusters, 
which has benefits other 
than the juicy paycheques. 
In the past she says she 
was often mistaken for 
Thandie Newton — so 
much so that her own 
mother once confused the 
two of them — but given 
her recent success I’m 
guessing it’s now Newton 
who gets mistaken for Sal¬ 
dana.

“I am completely enam¬ 
oured with Brendan and 
that was a huge selling 
point to be in the film,” ad¬ 



mitted Shields. “And then 
the fact that animals 
weren’t speaking and there 
was a subtle, yet poignant 
message helped as well.” 

The actors’ genuine ap¬ 
preciation for each other 
was evident both in their 
giggly duo interview and 
their onscreen chemistry. 


But of course, this isn’t 
just a two-actor movie. In 
addition to all their furry 
co-stars Fraser and Shields 
share the screen with a cav¬ 
alcade of scene-stealing co¬ 
medians like The Hang¬ 
over’s Ken Jeong and Daily 
Show alum Rob Riggle. 

The result is an incredi¬ 


bly silly comedy in which 
the entire cast joyfully 
makes fools of themselves. 
It’s certainly not high art, 
but a playful family movie 
that both Brooke Shields 
and Brendan Fraser hope 
that other children will ap¬ 
preciate as much as their 
own. 


Shrek Forever After 
debuts atTribeca 


premiere One thing hasn’t 
changed with Shrek: Puss in 
Boots still steals the show. 

The fourth and suppos¬ 
edly final Shrek film, Shrek 
Forever After, premiered at 
the Tribeca Film Festival on 
Wednesday night at New 
York’s Ziegfeld Theatre. 

Shrek Forever After, 
which will be released May 
21, returns the voice cast of 
Mike Myers (Shrek), 
Cameron Diaz (Fiona), Ed¬ 
die Murphy (Donkey) and 
Antonio Banderas as Puss in 
Boots, the Zorro-lilce feline. 

The film takes the shape 
of It’s a Wonderful Life. A 
mid-life crisis comes to 
Shrek, now a father of 
three, who laments the loss 
of his younger, wilder days 
as a fearsome ogre. The 
evil magician Rumpelstilt- 
slcin (Walt Dohrn) makes a 
dubious deal with Shrek, 
the result being that Shrek 
was never born and never 
married Fiona. 

The bizarro world Shrek 
encounters — something 
like the sideways shifts of 


ABC’s Lost — is a mish¬ 
mash of mostly the famil¬ 
iar faiiy tale characters, but 
with different twists of 
fate. The Gingerbread Man, 
so meek in previous Shrek 
movies, is now a kickbox¬ 
ing warrior. 

Puss in Boots, too, has 
been inverted. In this 
Shrek, the debonair swash¬ 
buckler has turned out an 
obese house cat, too lazy to 
shoo a mouse drinking 
from his bowl. He doesn’t 
even have his namesake’s 
footwear. 

The character, some¬ 
thing of a sensation after 
his debut in Shrek 2, won 
many of the laughs at the 
premiere of Shrek Forever 
After. Shortly before the 
premiere, Banderas said he 
believed the Shrek films 
have been popular because 
they’re enjoyed by both 
kids and parents — “but 
most especially by the par¬ 
ents.” He credited a loose 
atmosphere for the films’ 
tone.

Snaith has re¬ 
leased some of the most 
vividly sublime and care¬ 
fully calculated headphone 
music not just by a Canadi¬ 
an but by an artist of any 
nationality. His meticulous 
attention to detail, which 
could be linked to his 
prowess in mathematics 
(he holds a PhD in the sub¬ 
ject), has made him one of 
the most distinct musi¬ 
cians going — but tiy 
telling him that.

“I feel that each of the al¬ 
bums represented a differ¬ 
ent side of my musical 
tastes. It’s not a conscious 
thing though,” he says. 
“Andorra was definitely 
the pop album for me. It’s 
the poppiest I’m ever going 


to be, presumably. Swim is 
more all-encompassing. It 
contains a bit of the pop el¬

Bailey Rae copes with death of husband

Corinne Bailey Rae had a 
career every artist dreams 
of. Her 2006 self-titled de¬ 
but was selling like crazy 
— it sold close to two mil¬ 
lion copies worldwide — 
and she was nominated for 
four Grammys that year. 

But it all came to a grind¬ 
ing halt in December 2008, 
when her husband, musi¬ 
cian Jason Rae, accidentally 
overdosed and died. 

Rae doesn’t like talking 
about those days. She refers 
to that period as a “break” 
or “time off” and never 


mentions her husband 
once during our interview. 
It’s clear though that her 
time away from music was 
more than a temporary 
stop — she alludes that she 
was close to never playing 
again. 

“I wasn’t thinking like 
that, (about coming back),” 
she says. “I didn’t think 
that far ahead.” 

In fact, starting to work 
again happened by accident 
she says. “I found myself 
playing guitar and instead 
of it being something to do 
to express myself I was fry¬ 
ing to make stuff up again. 
It was really surprising to 
me, really nice and really 


unexpected. It was a combi¬ 
nation of finding myself 
writing and listening back 
to what I’ve done before 
and being happy with it.” 

Although Rae didn’t di¬ 
rectly address what she’s 
been through, she didn’t 
have to — it’s all over her 
new disc, The Sea. The 
record is an edgy, emotion¬ 
al trip through loss. You can 
feel her loneliness on al¬ 
bum opener Are You Here. 
“Are you here, cause my 
heart recalls that it all 
seems the same,” she 
laments in the song’s cho¬ 
rus. On The Blackest Lily 
she sings, “Colour my 
heart, make it restart, I 


want it more than I ever 
knew.” 

The British songstress did 
say that it wasn’t hard to 
open up. “I wanted to be 
truthful,” she explains. 

While it’s much deeper 
lyrically than her debut, it’s 
also a lot more diverse mu¬ 
sically. She tackles R&B, 
pop, some psychedelia and, 
on Paper Dolls, with its ’60s 
guitar riff straight up rock. 

“I felt like I wanted to do 
something more aggres¬ 
sive,” she reveals. “I wanted 
to stay soulful but be 
cheekier and dirtier. The 
opening riff to Paper Dolls 
was the first thing I wrote 
for the album.”

A nyone who has 
travelled to or 
through the U.S.

toms procedures and re¬ 
quirements have become 
more stringent over the 
last decade. 

If the Recording Indus¬ 
try Association of Ameri¬ 
ca and the Motion Picture 
Association of America 
have their way, it could 
get a lot more complicat¬ 
ed for music fans. 

The Office of Interna¬ 
tional Intellectual Proper¬ 
ty Enforcement (IPE) is 
the branch of the U.S. 
State Department that en¬ 
forces interests of holders 
of American copyrights. 
This includes counterfeit 
and pirated material of

all sorts, both physical 
and virtual. That also 
means music and video 
files. 

The RIAA and the MPAA 
recently submitted a co¬ 
ordinated strategic plan 
to the IPE — and it’s in¬ 
sane on an Orwellian lev¬ 
el. They call for the fol¬ 
lowing: 

• The installation of 
spyware on all computers 
capable of detecting and 
deleting material it be¬ 
lieves infringes copy¬ 
right. (They believe that 
once educated, con¬ 
sumers will install this 
software voluntarily.) 

• Mandatory installa¬ 
tion of software on all In¬ 
ternet connections to de¬ 
tect and stop transfers of 
material it deems to be 


infringing copyright. 

• Empower U.S. cus¬ 
toms agents to search for 
pirated or unauthorized 
material on personal me¬ 
dia players (MP3 players 
and phones), laptops, USB 
drives or any other media 
with the ability to store 
audio and video. If they 
find something, then the 
device should be seized. 
(Canadian customs can do 
the same thing, but re¬ 
quire a court order.) 

• New copyright en¬ 
forcement muscle by 
everyone from the FBI to 
the Department of Home¬ 
land Security, specifically 
asking them to provide 
protection during sum¬ 
mer blockbuster season. 

• The IPE to lean on 
countries around the 


world to adopt the same 
policies. 

Before we get too 
freaked out, it’s impor¬ 
tant to remember that 
this is just a wishlist sub¬ 
mitted by the RIAA and 
the MPAA. What’s scary, 
though, is the window 
this gives us into how the 
American entertainment 
industry is thinking these 
days: A non-neutral Inter¬ 
net, less digital privacy 
(including the enlistment 
of American citizens to 
participate in the surveil¬ 
lance of themselves) and 
the use of federal agents 
to act as free bodyguards 
for high-profile releases. 

Thankfully, this is an 
American issue — for 
now. But as with the se¬ 
mi-secret negotiations 
around the Anti-Counter- 
feiting Trade Agreement 
(ACTA) in which Canada 
is participating, we need 
to keep an eye on this.

That means 
if Quinn-Tuplets doesn’t 
pass muster with CBS ex¬ 
ecs, it will be tossed, forev¬

“It feels like you’re in an 
out-of-control car hurtling 
100 miles per hour and 
you never know whether 
you’ll get someplace, or 
crash. With a pilot, you 
start at a standstill, and 
you’re told you’ve got to be 
at 100 miles per hour — to¬ 
morrow!” 

Almost in lockstep, the 
process goes like this: 
Come Januaiy, scripts for 
dramas and comedies are 
picked by the studios from 
hundreds in development. 
Production begins. By the 
end of April, each finished 


gether in the 
frantic fort¬ 
night that 
went before. 

“The ad¬ 
vantage is, 
it’s a system 
that every- 


vantage: We’re all going af¬ 
ter the same directors, the 
same actors, at the same 
time. That makes it diffi¬ 
cult.” 

Stapf has a dozen pilots 
under way for the sister 
CBS network (besides 
Quinn-Tuplets, they in¬ 
clude a revived Hawaii 
Five-0 and Reagan’s Law, a 
cop drama starring Tom 
Selleclc), plus two for the 
CW. These came from 
scores of scripts and series 
pitches he’d been shep¬ 
herding since last summer. 

But for Cindy Chupaclc, 
the script development 
phase of her NBC project, 
Love Bites, took place two 
years ago. Then NBC opted 
not to go the next step to a 
pilot. Much to her surprise 
early this year, Chupaclc 
learned Love Bites had 
sprung back to life: The 
network’s current bosses 
wanted a pilot. Under the 
aegis of NBC’s Universal 
Media Studios, she started 
hiring a crew and casting 
roles. 

Chupaclc (whose credits 
as a writer-producer in¬ 


clude Sex and the City) 
conceived Love Bites as 
an hour-long romantic 
comedy anthology 
with loosely connected 
tales of love, marriage 
and dating. Besides a 
slate of guest stars, she 
signed Becki Newton 
(Ugly Betty) and Jor- 


host, Conan O’Brien. 

“I’m kind of Zen about 
it,” said Chupaclc when 
asked about her nail-biting 
plans when she is waiting 
for the verdict. “There are 
so many factors I have no 
control over.” 

She expects to hear the 
news — good or bad — as 
late as Sunday, May 16. If 
her show’s among the cho¬ 
sen few, she’ll jump on a 
plane to be in New York at 
NBC’s presentation for ad- 
buyers Monday morning. 

Shawn Ryan isn’t count¬ 
ing on a phone call any 
earlier from Fox about the 
fate of Ride-Along. Fox will 
unveil its lineup that Mon¬ 
day afternoon. 

Ride-Along is a Chicago- 
based police drama star- 



dana Spiro (My Boys) as the 
series’ regular cast mem¬ 
bers. 

“We’re going from 
words on paper that only a 
few executives saw and de¬ 
cided not to make before, 
to now,” said Chupaclc in a 
recent interview from Los 
Angeles, sounding jazzed 
as she faced the 14th and 
final shooting day. “It’s re¬ 
ally nice to employ a lot of 
people and have them 
making this thing that’s 
been on paper for a long 
time.” 

On the other hand, Love 
Bites will be fighting for a 
place at the table against 
established series NBC 
may stick with, plus a 
dozen-and-a-half other pi¬ 
lots. These include the 
high-profile Rockford 
Files remake and a legal 
drama starring Jimmy 
Smits, whose executive

The California-based 
food activist says she’s ex¬ 
ploring new ways of 
spreading her message 
about the importance of 
fresh, local food and sup¬ 
porting the farmers who 
grow it, including a possi¬ 
ble TV show, though talks 
for that still are in the ear¬ 
ly stages. 

“I want so much for this 
message about food to 
reach people,” Waters said 
in an interview. 

Waters put her quest for 
new connections into ac¬ 
tion Wednesday, partici¬ 
pating in an online video 
conference that saw her 
taking questions about 
cooking and food policy 
from her Berkeley kitchen. 

She earlier held a similar 
session with bloggers.

Waters reiterated her be¬ 
lief that good food is a 
good investment. 

“You either pay up front, 
or you pay out back,” she 
said. 

“You either pay in your 
health and your way of life 
and the health of the plan¬ 
et or you come into a new 
relationship with food.” 

But Waters — whose lat¬ 
est book In the Green 
Kitchen, features simple 
techniques from a number 
of chefs — said eating well 
doesn’t have to mean a big 
expense. Eating meat 
every day is expensive, but 
learning how to cook dif¬ 
ferent things, such as inex¬ 
pensive lentils and chick¬ 
peas or faro is not. 

“It’s what this book is all 
about. It’s really about de¬ 
mystifying food.” 

Oliver, whose ABC show 
Jamie Oliver’s Food Revolu¬ 
tion, documents his efforts 
to change eating habits in 
Huntington, W.Va., said in 
an email that 
Waters “has 
created a pro¬ 
gram that 
works bril¬ 
liantly for her 
community. 

“She has 
found a way 
to get every- 


ring Jennifer Beals (The L

Baked Spinach 
Gnocchi 

INGREDIENTS: 

300-g package frozen 
chopped spinach 
1/4 cup finely chopped yel¬ 
low onion 
2 cups 1% milk 
1/2 cup semolina 

1 tsp dried basil 

2 cloves garlic, minced 
2 tbsp butter 

2 large eggs, lightly beaten 
243 cup grated Parmesan 
cheese 

METHOD: 

1. Cook spinach and onion 
according to directions on 
spinach package; drain 
well, pressing out excess 
liquid with paper towels. 

2. Meanwhile, in medium- 
size mixing bowl, stir 
together 3/4 cup milk, 
semolina, basil and garlic. 
In medium-size pot, bring 
remaining 11/4 cups milk 
and butter to boil over 
moderately high heat. 
Slowly add semolina mix¬ 
ture to boiling milk, stir¬ 


ring constantly. Cook, un¬ 
covered, 3 to 5 minutes or 
until very thick. 

3. Remove from heat. Stir 
about 1 cup of mixture in¬ 
to eggs; return mixture to 
pot. Stir in spinach 
mixture and 1/3 cup 
Parmesan cheese. Pour in¬ 
to lightly greased 8” x 8” x 
2” baking dish. Cover; re¬ 
frigerate 4 hours 

4. Preheat oven to 425°F 
(220°C). Turn chilled mix¬ 
ture out onto cutting 
board. Cut into diamond¬ 
shaped pieces. Sprinkle 
with remaining Parmesan 
cheese. Place on lightly 
greased baking sheet. 

Bake 20 to 25 minutes or 
until golden.
